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Aggressive 
offender handed 
five-year Criminal 
Behaviour Order 


A PERSISTENT offender 
has been banned from 
entering Bridgend town 
centre for the next five 
years, after South Wales 
Police and the Safer 
Bridgend Partnership 
successfully applied to the 
courts for a Criminal 
Behaviour Order (CBO). 

Since moving to Bridgend 
County Borough in 2015, Gavin 
Povey, formerly of Dinam 
Street, Nantymoel, has proved a 
persistent problem for the police 
and partner agencies. 

In just two years, he racked 
up a lengthy offending record, 
which includes offences against 
the person, offences against 
property and 10 public order 
offences. A total of 147 
incidents are logged against him 
during that period - 72 of them 
relating to anti-social behaviour. 

The 48-year-old is already 
banned from a number of shops 
and banks in the town centre 
due to his often aggressive 
behaviour towards staff and 
customers. 

In conjunction with the Safer 
Bridgend Partnership, South 
Wales Police’s anti-social

behaviour team applied to 
Bridgend Magistrates Court to 
have a CBO imposed against 
Povey. 

Introduced under new anti¬ 
social behaviour legislation 
introduced in 2014, the CBO 
replaces the ASB order. 

It aims to enable agencies and 
communities to deal with 
persistently anti-social 
individuals who are also 


engaged in criminal activity. 
Imposed for a specific period, 
breaching the order has tough 
criminal sanctions, with a 
maximum sentence of five years 
in prison. 

On April 19, the court granted 
the CBO for five years - the 
first successful application for 
the partnership. 

As part of the order, Gavin 
Povey must not: Be drunk, 
consume alcohol or be in 
possession of any open 
container of alcoholic drink in 
any public place within Wales 
and England, other than a 
licensed premises; 

Enter any premises from 
which he’s have already been 
banned or excluded; 

Enter Bridgend town centre, 
other than to attend a pre¬ 
arranged appointment. 

PC Natalie Harris, of the 
community safety partnership, 
said: “The CBO application was 
made in an effort to protect the 
local community from Povey’s 
outbursts of anger and what 
would now appear to be his 
propensity to pose 
indiscriminate violence towards 
anyone who is near him. We are 
pleased with the result.”

Bank Holiday 
recycling and 
waste changes 


THERE won’t be 
any recycling and 
waste collections in 
Bridgend county 
borough on 

Monday, May 1 
because of the Bank 
Holiday, so 

collections will be 
one day later than 
usual for the rest of 
the week up until 
Saturday, May 6. 

Local residents are 
also reminded that there 
will be major changes in 
home recycling this 
summer. 

A BCBC spokesman 
said: “As part of a bid to 
make Bridgend county 
borough one of the 
greenest places to live in 
Wales,residents will start 
using several new 
recycling containers 
from Monday, June 5. 

A new orange sack 
will be introduced for all 
households to use for 
recycling cardboard, and 
there will be a white sack 
for paper. Residents will 
also receive a new black 
caddy for recycling glass. 
These new containers 
will replace the two 
black boxes, which will 
no longer be used. 

The containers used 
for recycling food waste 
will stay the same - one 
small brown caddy (with 
compostable green bags) 
for inside the home, and 
one large brown caddy 
which is collected from 
the kerbside. The blue 
sack for storing plastic 
and metals will also 


remain the same, while 
residents who live in flats 
will continue to use their 
communal recycling 
arrangements. 

Households with up to 
five occupants will be 
limited to throwing out a 
maximum of two rubbish 
bags each fortnight, 
while larger households 
will get extra allowances. 
There’ll also be a new 
collection for nappies 
and absorbent waste, and 
collection days will 


change for most homes. 
All of the changes will 
come into effect from 
Monday, June 5. 

New recycling 

containers, specially 
branded waste bags, new 
collection calendars, and 
full instructions on how 
to use the new service 
will be delivered to all 
homes before June.

W HY is it 
that 
BCBC 

(Bridgend County 
Borough Council) is

their voter’s 
registration card? 

This is fundamental in 
a democracy, ie a voting 
system in which genuine 
voters show their voting 
cards to verify who they 
are. 

We have seen 
problems in the past in 
both Birmingham and 
Tower Hamlets in 
London where voting 
fraud had taken place. 

I telephoned BCBC 
recently to query this 
practice - ie voting 
without registration 
cards - but it seems they 
are not concerned and 
are allowing it to 
happen. 

This first came to my 
notice when local flyers 
were put through my 
letterbox and printed 


across the flyer it stated 
that there was no need to 
show your voting card. 

Anyone can pretend 
to be such a voter by just 
giving a name and 
address. In the past, 
people were challenged 
and not allowed to vote 
if they could not produce 
their voting card. 

Eor example. What if 
you had a housebound 
person who did not have 
a postal vote, and 
someone just turned up 
at the polling station and 
said that they were the 
said person and gave the 
said name and address 
and used the vote for 
their own ends? 

This is open to abuse 
and fraud and this 
practice should be 
stopped immediately. 
You, the voter, have to 
prove who you are. 
Surely this is the whole 
point of a registration 
card. 

What a waste of time 
and resources by the 
council if they are 
allowing people to just 
give their name and 
address on face value.

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Couple’s inspiring 
story — as they tie 
knot following David's 
brush with death 


A BRIDGEND 
couple have told 
how they decided to 
tie the knot while 
one partner was 
recovering in 

hospital after 
surviving a massive 
heart attack! 

David Lloyd collapsed 
at home with severe 
chest pains in February 
2015 and was revived by 
his partner Anita Davies. 

Paramedics arrived 
and rushed 44-year-old 
David to Morriston 
Hospital where he went 
into cardiac arrest while 
in the catheter lab. 

He remained critically 
ill and in an induced 
coma for nine days but 
thanks to the skill of 
hospital staff, has since 
made an excellent 
recovery. 

David and Anita, who 
married six months later, 
have now told their 
remarkable story in a 
new video explaining the 
work of the catheter lab 
in Morriston’s cardiac 
centre. 

Heart attack patients 
need to go directly to a 
centre providing 

‘primary percutaneous 
coronary intervention’, 
or PCI. 

A heart attack is a 
blockage by blood clot in 
one of the arteries.

damaging that area of 
heart muscle. The 
condition is treated 
through an angioplasty, a 
procedure that uses 
balloons and stents to 
open the blocked artery 
and restore blood flow to 
the heart muscle as 
quickly as possible. 

David was at home in 
Cefn Cribbwr, Bridgend, 
when he felt pins and 
needles in his arm. He 
told Anita he didn’t feel 
right - and then 
collapsed, clutching his 
chest. 

In the video, Anita 
recalled how the colour 
drained from his face and 
he stopped breathing. 
She gave him CPR and 
called an ambulance. 

David was rushed to 
Morriston’s catheter lab, 
one of only two centres 
in Wales which does 
primary PCI - the other 


is in Cardiff. 

He went into cardiac 
arrest and CPR was 
started. David went into 
arrest a second time and a 
CPR machine was used 
while staff concentrated 
on stenting the artery to 
restore blood flow. 

In the video, 
consultant cardiologist 
Mark Ramsey said 
David’s first 24 hours in 
intensive care were very 
difficult: “He was on 
maximum support to 
keep the circulation 
going. 

“We had to be very 
guarded as to whether he 
would survive this and, 
just as importantly, how 
much injury there might 
be to the brain due to the 
lack of blood supply 
during resuscitation. 

“While the 

resuscitation was 

prompt, he’d had low

choking, and major trauma. 

Divisional Cadet Officer, Sam 
Evans, said: “The cadets worked very 
hard to achieve this result and we are 
immensely proud of them. 

“They showed great professionalism 
against tough competition.” 

The cadets will now represent mid- 
Glamorgan in numerous disciplines at 
the national competitions to be held in 
Cardiff in May. 
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blood pressure for quite 
some time.” 

Fortunately, over the 
next few days there was a 
marked improvement in 
David’s heart function. 

Dr Ramsey said: “His 
progress after that was 
really very encouraging 
indeed.” 

David was in an 
induced coma for nine 
days. Anita recalled the 
first three things she said 
to him when he woke up. 

“Can you hear me? 
And he shut his eyes to 
say yes. I said, do you 
love me? And he said 
yes. Shall we get 
married? And he said 
yes. 

“So we did - we got 
married six months later. 
He got stronger every 
day because he had a 
purpose.” 

David also talked 
about coming home, 
when he realised all the 
support was gone. The 
first night, he said, was 
terrifying, and he didn’t 
get much sleep. 

The video was made 
by ABMU cardiology 
matron Catherine Theron 
and Steve Atherton of the 
health board’s medical 
illustration team. 

Catherine said the video 
would help staff and 
patients alike understand 
the wider picture. 

“Staff on the wards 
don’t go to the catheter 
labs so they don’t get to 
see the whole process. 
Hearing it directly from a 
patient really does add a 
whole other dimension,” 
she explained. 

“Many patients 
coming in don’t actually 
remember being in the 
catheter lab. David 
couldn’t remember 
anything either. Hearing 
from a patient who has 
been through exactly the 
same thing fills in the 
gaps for them.” 

David and Anita, who 
made a £200 donation to 
the catheter lab when 
they got married, 
immediately agreed to 
take part in the video 
when Catherine 

approached them. 

“It was a way of 
giving something back 
after what they did for 
me,” said David. 

Although he is not in 
work at the moment, 
David helps around the 
house and is studying for 
an Open University 
degree to keep his mind 
active. 

“I’m feeling well. I do 
get a bit tired now and 
again but other than that 
things are good.”

High blood pressure is the 
biggest risk factor for stroke, 
contributing to over 50 per 
cent of all strokes. These 
strokes could be prevented if 
high blood pressure was 
controlled, and this campaign 
helps people to understand 
the link between high blood 
pressure and strokes.

Compensation 
‘hard’ for cavity- 
wall isulation 
victims says MP 


INAPPROPRIATE¬ 
LY fitted cavity wall 
insulation has cost 
thousands of 

pounds in repair 
works across south 
Wales, it has been 
reported. 

Ogmore MP, Chris 
Elmore, recently 

contributed to a 
Westminster Hall debate 
in Parliament following 
numerous constituents 
contacting him regarding 
cavity wall insulation. 
The insulation, claimed 
the MP, had been 
installed within 

properties where it was 
inappropriate to do so. 

Across the UK, and in 
south west Wales in 
particular, many 

households are 

experiencing significant 
issues with damp within 
their properties as a 
result of the installation. 


Many residents who had 
insulation installed, in 
some cases over a decade 
ago, had the works 
guaranteed for 25 years 
by the Cavity Insulation 
Guarantee Agency 
(CIGA). 

Mr Elmore raised the 
case of Sarah Morgan, a 
resident of Pencoed, who 
recently discovered that 
she had two slightly 
different guarantees from 
CIGA for the same 
property. 

He said: “Hundreds of 
people across south 
Wales were led to believe 
that having cavity wall 
insulation fitted would 
save them money in the 
long-run. 

“In reality, quite the 
opposite is true and it’s 
proving incredibly hard 
for them to seek 
compensation for the 
damage caused.”

IT was both a sombre and 
uplifting weekend in 
Porthcawl on April 22 and 23, 
as the town remembered a 
maritime tragedy that took 
place 70 years ago. 

A service was held at All Saints 
Church, Porthcawl, on the Saturday, 
and another at the memorial plaque on 
the rocks at Sker Point on Sunday in 
memory of those lost at Sker 70 years 
ago. 

Porthcawl’s combined rescue 
services, made up of the Porthcawl 
unit of UK Coastguard Agency, 
Porthcawl RNLI and Porthcawl Fire 
Service, together with members of 
Porthcawl Museum and the public, 
remembered the tragedy of the Liberty 
Ship SS Samtampa and the RNLFs 
The Mumbles lifeboat Edward, Prince 
of Wales. 

Crews of both vessels, 47 in total, 
perished in a raging storm that swept 
up the Bristol Channel on April 23, 
1947. 

Spokesperson for Porthcawl RNLI, 
Ian Stroud said: “Both services were 
well attended, showing that even 
though it was 70 years ago, our town 
will not forget the tragedy that befell 
the crew of the Samtampa and the 
dedication of The Mumbles lifeboat 
crew who, in a brave effort to come to 
the rescue of the stricken vessel, all 
lost their lives too. 


“As the tragedy was taking place, 
Porthcawl Coastguards lost their battle 
to effect a rescue of the crew of the 
Samtampa when all attempts to fire 
lines onto the stricken vessel failed - 
because of the severe gale that day. 

“By contrast, it is almost impossible 
for us to imagine the conditions during 
that storm 70 years ago, especially 
standing at Sker on Sunday, when the 
sun shone, there was hardly any wind 
and the sea was flat calm. 

“During the service at Sker Point, 
those on shore watched as The 
Mumbles current lifeboat led other 
lifeboats from Porthcawl and Port 
Talbot, together with a privately- 
owned Watson-class lifeboat and a 
flotilla of small boats to the area. 

“As they stood off the rocky shore, 
wreaths were laid on the water by each 
lifeboat crew in memory of fellow 
sailors and lifeboat men who lost their 
lives.” 

The service was followed by a short 
dedication to a memorial that has been 
laid at the Prince of Wales, Kenfig by 
landlord Gareth Maund, in memory of 
the Samtampa tragedy. 

Visiting Porthcawl for the services 
were relatives of men who perished on 
the Samtampa, in the main from the 
Middlesborough area, and relatives of 
the Mumbles lifeboat crew.

Place names in Bridgend county borough 


PLACE names are part of our everyday 
lives and we are so familiar with seeing 
them on signs while travelling from one 
place to another, to hear them in 
everyday conversations or on the news, 
they almost go unseen and have turned 
into words with little context. 

But the sources of these names include linguistic, 
historical, geographical and cultural elements and 
the heritage of the area. This may be of great interest 
to people who visit the area, for example from 
abroad as they explore family history; or place 
names can be of interest for school pupils and can 
bring a more personal and different element to 
history and geography lessons. 

A Menter Bro Ogwr spokeswoman said: “With 
the Urdd eisteddfod coming to the area in May this 
year, it’s a great opportunity to conduct such a 
project in collaboration with Cwmni2 and Reach to 
promote so many things in the area to visitors, 
walkers, history and camera clubs and especially 
schools and adults who are learning Welsh.

A memorial plaque has been placed 
outside the building where lolo once 
ran a grocery store (which is now a 
Costa Coffee shop in Cowbridge), and 
the local Welsh medium primary 
school has been named after him. 

As his bardic name suggests, he was 
very proud of his Glamorgan roots and 
this contributed greatly towards his 
work and vision. lolo Morganwg was 
an influential and intriguing character, 
and his story has many facets to 
explore within this project. 

Elements of the project depend on 
research by members of the 
community, and this research group, 
led by Dr Dylan Eoster Evans, will 
work together to collate information 
for exhibition boards, flyers and the 
People’s Collection Wales website.

scriptwriter for 
propaganda films 
designed to keep British 
morale and spirit up. 

She teams up with 
another scriptwriter, 
Buckley (Sam Claflin), 
and actor Ambrose 
Hilliard (Bill Nighy) to 
make a film about 
Dunkirk and the 
evacuation of troops 
but, as you may 
imagine, it doesn’t all 
proceed to plan... 

Their Finest is a film 
that is, at its core, a film 
about the war effort 
behind the scenes, the 
people who didn’t battle 
on the front lines but 
were at the heart of the 
battle for, as modern 
parlance would have it, 
the ‘hearts and minds’ 
of a nation. 

Yet there is also a 
message about the 
notion of female 
empowerment; how 
women stepped up to 
the plate in the 
country’s hour of need 
and how the men who 
were left behind viewed 
them. As a female 
character succinctly 
puts it: “A lot of men 
are scared we won’t go 
back into our boxes 
when this is all over”. 

If it all smacks of a

film that is hard-hitting 
then you would be half 
right - the cost and 
impact of war is never 
far away, but leavened 
by some nice touches 
and a warmth of 
humour it makes for 
enjoyable, if a touch 
predictable, viewing. 

Director Lone 
Scherfig’s 
preoccupation with 
British values and lives 
has peppered her work 
despite her Danish 
roots, and here she 
tackles the war period. 
It’s a film that visually 
is low-key, subtly 
directed and focused 
primarily on the 
performances, a tactic 
that smacks of being 
described as (in the film 
reviewer’s cliche 
handbook) a Sunday 
evening TV film. 

But Scherfig is a 
canny director and uses 
the screen, and the cast, 
to full effect, to really 
bring the times to life, 
and while visually the

air of Nazi menace and 
the impact is never far 
away, she fares a little 
less well corralling 
Gaby Chiappe’s 
screenplay into 
something filmic. 

The key themes are 
established early on, but 
Chiappe fails to really 
deliver on the weight of 


the story. Plot points 
that should bubble to 
the surface are left 
undercooked, characters 
(particularly the female 
ones) given little colour 
by the script when you 
would hope for more. 

There is plenty to be 
said about women’s 
roles and the 
burgeoning desire to 
‘get out of the box’, the 
treatment they received 
at the hands of some 
men (Catiin’s husband, 
a penniless artist, 
ignores her when she 
says she can pay for the 
rent on their flat). The 
script addresses these 
elements piecemeal and 
unsatisfactorily, most 
notably Rachel 
Stirling’s script editor 
whose sexuality is 
thrown away in a jokey 
one-liner rather than 
being explored in detail. 

The performances are 
good. Gemma Arterton 
doing a good job of 
handling a Welsh accent 
but having to cede to 


the limitations the script 
places on her character, 
while her rapport with 
Sam Claflin’s Buckley 
plays out nicely. The 
stand-out, however, is 
Bill Nighy, who has 
great fun as the 
pretentious Hilliard, 
sending up the notion of 
serious actors and 
providing much of the 
film’s laughter as only 
he can. 

So while the film is 
an entertaining watch, 
there is something of a 
missed opportunity in 
conveying the thematic 
weight of the story 
elements into something 
a little more substantial. 

As it is, Their Finest 
is perfectly diverting 
and easy to watch, but 
under Lone Scherfig’s 
stewardship you would 
have expected - and 
hoped for - a bit more 
weight to proceedings.

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Barry’s war dead April 1917 - Lest We Forget 


RIFLEMAN Frank Rosser of the 2nd 
Battalion The Rifle Brigade died of 
wounds on April 7,1917 at the beginning 
of the Arras offensive and is buried in 
Bray Cemetery, France. 

Aged 21, he was the son of the late Charles F 
Rosser and Mrs M Walsh, of the Clarence 
Restaurant, 68, Holton-road, Barry Docks. 

Mrs Walsh was officially notified that her son, 
who joined up soon after the commencement of 
hostilities, and was wounded before he attained his 
19th birthday, had been killed. He was formerly 
employed by his uncle, Mr AJ Hopkins, Bassett 
Hotel, Barry Docks, and was well-known in the 
district. 

Lieutenant Hugh Howells of 65 Squadron, the 
Royal Flying Corps died on April 10, 1917 in an 
accident while test-flying a new aeroplane. 

Aged 26, he was born in Bedlinog, the son of 
Rowland and Mary J Howells and husband of 
Margaret Howells of Hill Crest, Friars Road, Barry. 
He was buried in Graig Congregational Chapel 
yard, and is also commemorated on the screen wall 
at Cardiff Western Cemetery 

Private Edward John Jenkins of the 24th 
(Denbighshire Yeomanry) Battalion Royal Welsh 
Fusiliers was reported missing, presumed drowned 
at sea while on the HM Troopship Arcadian which 
was torpedoed and sunk on April 15,1917,41.5 km 
north east from the island of Milo (Melos) while 
carrying troops to Alexandria, Egypt. 

Aged 38 he was the only son of John and Mary 
Jenkins, 6 Woodland Road, Barry Docks. He was 
employed as a coal trimmer, and was also a member 
of the Tabernacle Welsh Congregational Church, 
Barry Docks. Having no known grave, he is 
commemorated on the Mikra Memorial, Greece. 
SUBMARINE ATTACK 

Third Engineer William Reginald Harries of the 
SS Emma, Merchant Navy (MN) was killed on 
April 20, 1917 as a result of an attack by an enemy 
submarine. Aged 22, he was the son of Mrs Jane 
Harries of 2 Seaview Terrace, Cadoxton. 

On April 20 the Emma on a voyage from 
Baltimore and Eayal to Clyde with a cargo of maize 
was sunk by the German submarine U-50 (Gerhard 
Berger), 200 miles SWxS of Eastnet. Two persons 
were lost. 

Engineer’s steward Arthur Price Hughes, of the 
SS Kariba, MN died of exposure on April 21, 1917 
following an attack by an enemy submarine. Aged 


17, he was the son of Arthur William and Annie 
Hughes, of 1 Morlais Street, Cadoxton, Barry. 

On April 13, 1917 the Kariba, on a voyage from 
Java and Dakar to Ealmouth with a cargo of sugar 
was sunk by the German submarine UC-27 
(Gerhard Schulz), 260 miles WNW from Ushant. 

The starboard lifeboat was smashed by the 
explosion but two boats got away, one of which 
containing 10 men was picked up after having been 
12 days adrift. 

The other boat was also picked up. The number 
killed or dead from exposure was 13. 

Bombing Sgt Leonard Harvey Greening of the 
7th Battalion King’s Shropshire Light Infantry was 
killed in action on April 22, 1917. He is buried in 
Duisans Cemetery Etrun, Erance. 

Aged 22, he was the foster son of Mrs Caroline 
Boss of 46 Jewel Street, Barry Dock, and had 
previously served in the Merchant Navy before 
leaving to enlist in the army at the outbreak of war. 

Sergeant Thomas Edward Penny of the 13th 
Battalion Kings Royal Rifle Corps was killed in 
action on April 23, 1917. He was the son of Mr and 
Mrs Thomas Penny of 178 Woodlands Road, Barry. 
Before enlisting he had worked as a coal trimmer 
and played football for Pyke Street Old Boys. 

He has no known grave and thus is 

commemorated on the Arras Memorial, Prance. 

Sergeant Albert H Spear of the 7th Battalion 
Royal Pusiliers was killed in action on April 23, 
1917. Aged 23, he was the husband of Maggie M 
Spear of 45 Vere Street, Cadoxton, Barry and 
formerly worked for M Monk, Butchers at High 
Street. 

He has no known grave and thus is 

commemorated on the Arras Memorial, Prance. 

Second Lieutenant Arthur Phillips of the 2nd 
Battalion Royal Welsh Pusiliers (RWP) was killed 
in action on April 23,1917. Aged 33 he was the son 
of Arthur and Margaret Phillips of 18 Acland Road, 
Bridgend. 

Before joining up he was assistant master at 
Romilly Road School and was a keen playing 
member of the Barry Cricket Club and Bowling 
Club. He has no known grave and is commemorated 
on the Arras Memorial, Prance. 

Private William James Kirby of the 17th 
Battalion Welsh Regiment was killed action on 
April 24, 1917. Aged 35, he was the son of James 
Kirby of Stoford, Yeovil, Somerset; and husband of 
Henrietta Kirby of 3 Wynd Street, Cadoxton, Barry. 

He was employed by the Roath Purnishing

Company, Barry Dock. He was buried at Fifteen 
Ravine British Cemetery, Villers-Plouich, France. 
The battalion war diary records that on Tuesday, 
April 24 it had taken part in a major attack in which 
the whole of the objective situated on high ground 
overlooking the Hindenburg Line and its strong 
points, were gained. Casualties for the day were one 
officer killed and three wounded; 27 other ranks 
killed and 58 wounded. 

Lance Corporal Sidney Stuart Jenkins, 1st 
Battalion Honourable Artillery Company, was 
wounded on April 23 and died of wounds on April 
28 in the Liverpool Merchants’ Hospital, Etaples. 

He was buried nearby in Etaples Military 
Cemetery, France. Aged 25, he was the son of James 
Arthur and Annie Agnes Jenkins of 282 Holton 
Road. Barry, late classics master at Friends’ School, 
Saffron Walden, Essex. 

‘CARDIFF PALS’ 

He was educated at the Barry County School, 
was a winner of the John Cory Scholarship, then 
progressed to Cardiff University where he 
graduated with a Bachelor of Arts. In August 1915 
he joined the Honourable Artillery Company before 
being posted to France in December 1915. 

Sergeant Albert Tinton of the 2nd Battalion Royal 
Welsh Fusiliers was killed in action on April 23, 
1917 and is buried in Wancourt Cemetery, France. 
He was bom in Barry, the son of John Tinton, Pump 
House Gravels, near Minsterley, Shropshire. The 
Battalion war diary records that on April 23 and 24 
the Fusiliers in support of the Suffolks attacked 
along the Hindenburg support line. 

Casualties to the RWF in this action were five 
officers and 30 other ranks killed; nine officers and 
70 other ranks wounded. 

Fireman John Sidney Simmonds of the SS Rio 
Lages, Merchant Navy was killed on April 26 as a 
result of an attack by an enemy submarine. Aged 26, 
he was the son of David Simmonds and the late Mrs 
Simmonds; husband of Alice Emily Simmonds of 
35 Bassett Street, Barry. 

On April 26 the the Rio Lages was torpedoed and 
sunk by German submarine U-69 when 155 miles 
NWxW of the Eastnet when on route from 
Cienfuegos for Queenstown with a cargo of sugar. 

Private Arthur Kerman of the 11th Battalion 
Welsh Regiment ‘The Cardiff Pals’ was killed in 
action in Salonika on April 28. 

Agedl9, he was the son of Mr and Mrs Walter 
Kerman, of The Horse Shoe Inn, St Athan. 

At one time a student at the Barry County School, 
he was employed as an apprentice engineer at the 
Channel Dry Dock, Barry. He is buried in Karasouli 
Military Cemetery, Greece. 

Lieutenant David Evan Davies, 12th Squadron 
Royal Flying Corps (RFC) was killed in action on 


April 29 while flying B.E.2e 2738 with his observer 
Lieutenant GH Rathbone. 

Along with another B.E.2e crew they took off 
from their airfield at Avesnes-le-Comte at 1645hrs 
on April 29 to carry out artillery observation sorties. 

These two British aircraft were unlucky enough 
to encounter the formidable ‘Red Baron’ - Baron 
Manfred von Richthofen and his brother Lothar; 
Davies and Rathbone becoming von Richthofen’s 
51st victory. 

Von Richthofen’s combat report read: ‘At 
1925hrs, near Rouex, this side of the lines. Together 
with my brother, we each of us attacked an artillery 
flyer at low altitude. After a short fight my 
adversary’s plane lost its wings. When hitting the 
ground near the trenches near Rouex, the plane 
caught fire.’ 

Davies was born in 1892, the son of Mr and Mrs 
Thomas Davies of 175 Crogan Hill, Cadoxton, 
Barry. ‘Dan’ Davies was educated at Barry County 
School and Cardiff University College. 

A brilliant scholar, he graduated Master of 
Science at Cardiff before taking up a government 
post which took him to the West Indies. Returning 
home when the war started, he enlisted as a private 
in the Royal Welsh Fusiliers and served in France 
for a year before he was recommended for a 
commission in the RFC. After pilot training, Davies 
was sent to join 12 Squadron at Avesnes-le-Comte 
in France. 

Davies and Rathbone’s bodies were never 
located, so as they had no known grave they were 
both commemorated on the Arras Flying Services 
‘Memorial to the Missing’, France. 

Private Walter Arthur Cadogan was killed in 
action on April 30, 1917 while serving with the 4th 
Battalion South Wales Borderers in the attack on 
Shatt al Adhaim - ‘the Boot’ - in Mesopotamia. 

On that day the battalion suffered over 200 
casualties. Walter had been bom in Barry in 1893 
and was the second son of Margaret and Edward 
Cadogan of 38 Lionel Road, Cardiff. His younger 
brother Egbert, who was bom when the family were 
later living in Cardiff, was also killed later in 1917. 

Steward Walter S Farrant of the SS Horsa, MN, 
drowned on April 30 as a result of an attack by an 
enemy submarine. Aged 17, he was the son of 
Samuel and Sarah Farrant of 20 Sydenham Street, 
Barry. 

On April 30, the Horsa on a voyage from Port 
Briera to Cardiff with a cargo of iron ore was sunk 
by the German submarine U-93 (Edgar von Spiegel 
von und zu Peckelsheim), 195 miles SWxW of 
Fastnet. Eleven persons were lost.

Welsh builders bullish 
despite spike in costs, 

SAYS FMB CYMRU 


WELSH construction small 
and medium enterprises 
(SMEs) fought off concerns 
over rising costs to enjoy a 
buoyant start to 2017, the 
Federation of Master 
Builders (FMB) Cymru has 
said. 

Key results from the FMB’s 
State of Trade Survey for Q1 
2017, which is the largest 
quarterly assessment of the UK¬ 
wide SME construction sector, 
include: Workloads for Welsh 
constmction SMEs grew at their 
fastest rate for three years; one in 
two construction SMEs predict 
rising workloads in the coming 
months, with just five per cent 
predicting a decrease in activity; 
85 per cent of builders believe that 
material prices will rise in the next 
three months; 58 per cent of firms 
are stmggling to hire carpenters, 
the highest reported level since the 
financial crisis. 

Ifan Glyn, director of FMB 
Cymru, said: “The first three 
months of 2017 have undoubtedly 
been very positive for Welsh 
constmction SMEs. On all of the 
key measures of growth - 
workloads, enquiries, employment 
and expectations - firms have 
reported good news, continuing an 
upwards trajectory for builders in 
Wales. 


“Strong demand from 
consumers for home improvement 
work seems to be driving this 
encouraging trend and given that 
one in two builders are predicting 
that their workloads will increase 
in the coming three months, the 
message from builders seems to be 
clear - there’s no Brexit effect as 
yet.” 

He continued: “However, it’s 
not all good news as Welsh 
builders are concerned about 
rising costs and the impact this 
could have on their businesses in 
the medium term. Material prices, 
and in particular the cost of 
imported materials, have risen 
markedly over the past three 
months and nearly nine in ten 
builders are predicting further 
rises in the second quarter of this 
year. 

“With two thirds also predicting 
that wages will continue to rise in 
the coming months, these 
inflationary pressures are bound to 
start filtering through and 
consumers and clients may well 


see this reflected in the quotes 
they receive for building work.” 

“Welsh SME construction firms 
will therefore be hoping that 
consumer confidence remains 
resilient, as the wider political 
situation looks distinctly 
uncertain. The Welsh economy is 
particularly vulnerable to any 
negative fallout from Brexit due to 
the high levels of EU funding it 
receives, and now that we have the 
added complications of the snap 
UK General Election, builders 
will be particularly sensitive to 
any fluctuations in consumer 
confidence. 

“If the private domestic market 
does weaken, it’s all the more 
important that we have a clear 
strategy from the Welsh 
Government on how to pick up the 
slack. That will mean Westminster 
working closely with the Welsh 
Government on delivering a 
Brexit plan that takes account of 
the needs of Welsh businesses, 
including the construction 
industry.”

Day, Wales' sole 
representative at this 
year's championship at 
the Crucible Theatre in 
Sheffield, was beaten 10- 
4. 

Day was runner-up to 
Barry Hawkins at 
Eebruary's World Grand 
Prix in Preston, but was 
unable to repeat that 
form in Sheffield. 

The 37-year-old from 
Pontycymer recovered 
from 4-0 down to trail 4- 
3 but won only one more 
frame and as a result will 
now drop out of the 
world's top 16. 

Day's defeat means 


there will be no Welsh 
representation in the 
second round of the 
World Championship for 
the first time since 1969. 

Day has been a 
professional for 18 years, 
making almost 300 
century breaks and 
winning over £1 million 
in prize money. He was 
once ranked sixth in the 
world. 

Eive other Welsh 
players - Mark Williams, 
Michael White, Jamie 
Jones, Dominic Dale and
